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ENGINEERING TRANSFER PROGRAM 

If the student is uncertain as to his choice of courses before transferring to 
Washington State University, he should write to the department concerned for 
information and counsel. 

When a transfer student arrives at WSU he will meet with an advisor who will 
discuss with him the course work he has previously completed. He will then 
be advised as to where in the sequence of courses he is best prepared to start 
so that he can be successful in his studies at WSU. 

It should be noted that Mathematics 101 (the equivalent of the conventional third 
semester of high school algebra) is considered as required prep^atory work 
and cannot be counted for credit toward an engineering degree. Footnote one 
should be carefully read by all students. 

The attention of transfer students is called to the special requirements of cer- 
tain departments as follows: 

Chemical engineering transfer students should be particularly well grounded in 
beginning chemistry work. Special emphasis on chemistry preparation is also 
observed in physical and extractive metallurgy. 

Civil engineering at Washington State University requires advanced 

courses which are given only at Summer Survey Camp and are normally taken 

between the sophomore and junior years. 

Electrical engineering requires three professional courses (E.E. 231, 261, 
262, or their equivalents) in the sophomore year as a prerequisite for the 
junior courses required in that curriculum. 



Humanities and Social Sciences Requirements . 

Engineering students are required to complete 18 semester hours of humanities 
and social sciences course work prior to graduation. Humanities courses in- 
clude literature, fine arts, and philosophy. Social sciences courses include 
sociology, psychology, economics, history and government At least six hours 
must bf^ompleted in each of the two areas and depth of study in one subject is 
preferred over a selection of courses in various subjects. Much of this course 
work along with the English composition course and the biological science 
elective can be completed at the community college. 

Engineering students may find it to their advantage to complete their first two 
years at the community college. However, it will then probably require a 
Lmester more than two years at WSU to complete their degree program. 
Chemistry, Physics and Mathematics sequences should be cornpleted prior to 
transfer because completion of the sequence at WSU may require repeating 
material already studied. 



Footnotes; 



*See pages 1-12 and the WSU Catalog for courses meeting general university 
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If analytic geometry and calculus are taught at the community college in a 
three -course sequence, students a.re advised to complete not less than two 
courses prior to transfer, since if only one of the courses is completed, the 
student will find it necessary to begin in Mathematics 207 at WSU thereby 
repeating material already studied and losing some transfer credit. 

If analytic geometry and calculus are taught in a four-course sequence the 
student should complete either two or all four courses prior to transfer. The 
first two are equivalent to Mathematics 207 at WSU and the last two are 
equivalent to Mathematics 208, 

If taught in a five -course sequence, the student should complete either two or 
all five courses prior to transfer. The first two are equivalent to Mathematics 
207 at WSU and the last three are equivalent to Mathematics 208. 

Civil engineers should take a basic microbiology (bacteriology) course as 
the biological science elective.

This department grants two separate degrees: B.S. m Forestry, 

Range Management. Good career opportunities are open in both, but tradition 
ally, fewer students have been aware of the range managernent opportunities . 
Training and careers are somewhat similar, but differ in detai . o cur 
ricula are strongly science-oriented. Specific scheduling problems should be 
referred to the Chairman of the Department of Forestry and Range Management. 

Forestry-Students should concentrate on fulfilling general university require - 
ments, as well as calculus, 8 semester hours of chemistry, 6 semester hours 
of biological science, 4 semester hours of physics, 4 hours 

soils, and 4 semester hours of introductory economics. In addition, the av 
able professional courses in forestry would be useful. Two courses of dendro- 
logy should be taken if offered in the community college . 

Ranee management- -This curriculum gives training in botany, 

(including wildlife) , and soils, all integrated into range management problem 
solving capability. The pre -range management community collep student 
should work toward completion of general university requirements, plus basic 
science courses as available. These include the social science, especially 
economics, and humanities electives, plus 6 semester hours of biological 
science (or botany), chemistry through organic, mathematics through trig on om* 
etrv, and physics. Where community colleges have soils and animal science 
courses which are transferable, these also may be added to the transfer 
program.

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PRE-PHARMACY TRANSFER PROGRAM 

The pharmacy curriculum is divided into one preprofessional year and four 
professional years. To be eligible for admission to the professional years in 
the College of Pharmacy, a student must have successfully completed the 
courses listed in the prepharmacy year, or their equivalents, and have at 
least a 2. 30 grade average. Also, the grade average made in the biological 
and physical science and mathematics courses must be at least 2. 3 0. A trans- 
fer student must present at least thirty (30) semester hours or forty-five (45) 
quarter hours of acceptable credit. Determination of admission to the College 
of Pharmacy will be based upon the total evidence required including the 
academic record, tests results, recommendation and a personal interview. 

Students planning to transfer to the WSU College of Pharmacy are expected to 
arrange for an interview with a representative of the College selected by the 

Dean. 

Students with specific problems of scheduling should be urged to correspond 
with the Dean of the College of Pharmacy. 

In exceptional cases students with superior records may transfer into the 
pharmacy program at the beginning of the second professional year if all o 
the non-professional courses in the second year as well as those in the pre-^ 
pharmacy year have been satisfactorily completed and the over-all grade point 
average meets the same requirements as established for the preprofessional 
year. Arrangements may be made to make up the work required in the pro- 
fessional courses ordinarily taken in the first professional year. Such a trans- 
fer student must present at least sixty (60) semester hours or ninety (90) 
quarter hours of acceptable credit.

*See pages 1-12 and the WSU catalog for courses meeting the general univer- 
sity requirements. 

^Ten quarter hours of basic biological science will satisfy the requirement for 
Biological Science 103, 104. 

^Students who have not selected chemistry courses equivalent to 105 and 106 
will be required to take Chemistry 120 at WSU in order to qualify for advanced 
chemistry courses. 

^Organic chemistry is extremely important to later study in pharmacy. A 
minimum of 10 semester hours or 15 quarter hours is required. Students 
planning to remain two years at the community college and who are unable 
to obtain 15 quarter hours of organic chemistry should correspond with the 
Dean of the College of Pharmacy. 

^Completion of three quarters (or two quarters for colleges having five quarter 
hour courses) of freshman composition will satisfy the College of Pharmacy 
requirement for English 101 and 201.
